New Construction 


Preliminary plans and the al- 
location of funds for two con- 
struction projects at Sacramento 
State College were approved last 
week when the state public works 
board met. 

Plans are for a general class- 
room building to accommodate 
655 students and 48 faculty offi- 
cers, and outdoor physical edu- 
cation facilities to include tennis 
courts, baseball diamonds and 
the turfing of an athletic field. 

The classroom building will 
cost $602,800 and the physical 
education project will cost $173,- 
000. Construction is expected to 
be started in the fall.

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Rare leons Seen 
On Arcade Wall 


Mr. Ernest Vollbrecht’s rare 
collection of icons can now be 
seen in the viewing cases on 
the arcade wall of the art build- 
ing. 

Vollbrecht, SSC assistant pro- 
fessor of art, acquired the seven 
icons of his collection in Nov- 
gorod, Austria, during a recent 
trip to Europe, 

These icons are among 
the few remaining examples of 
this Byzantine art form of the 
Eastern Christians. 

At one time, these small por- 
traits of deities and saints occu- 
pied a prominent and revered 
place in the households of relig- 
ious Slavic families. The icons 
were used in much the same 
manner as crucifixes are used 
today in religious Western Chris- 
tian homes. 

About 300 A.D., the Church 
denounced the use of icons as 
idolatry and there ensued the 
now famous iconoclastic contro- 
versy. 

The Eastern Christians, out- 
raged at being accused of idol- 
worship by the iconoclasts, de- 
stroyed the icons they kept in 
their homes, Icons were no long- 
er made, and the few still in 
existence became rare works of 
Byzantine art. 

The iconoclastic controversy 
was never completely settled, and 
it was instrumental in the split 
between the Eastern and West- 
ern Churches. —B. B.
